And Jefferson, when ho became president 
of tho United States, in his first inaugurul 
furnished a synopsis of the priuci 
pies upon which our government thus in 
tuted should be ndmiuinistered, which is 
o n below. To this pnilsophical doc- 
trine of free government, and to these 
principles for its administration, it has 
ever been the aim and object of the demo- 
cratic party lo adhere, as will fully appear 
by a reference to ihe platform ol principles 
declared in its national conventions from 
at early period. 

But this doctrine of equal rights, that 
the just powers of civil government origi- 
nate from the people, and that the only 
legitimate object of the government is Ihe 
protection and benefit of the people eqi 
aud alike, Alexander Hamilton ami bin 
party wholly repudiated. They held 
the dottrino of the sovereignty of the king 
and his royal perfection. Hamilton's 
position was nut ouly that the British 
government was the best model, bm the 
' ct government in the world. 
Tho government of England, and, indeed, 
all iiHinari liies rest uputi the foundation 
sovereignly originates in tho mnnurck 
instead of the peoplu, and that ho ia Ihe 
original source of all power and authority, 



! law ascribes to the king tho attribute of 
| snverc gnty, and treats him ns Ihe minister 
ofOodon eaith," .ve. (See Sharswood'.i 
Bhicksione, vol. 1, page 210.) And further, 
lil.v k stone snys. that the king is not only 
the fountain-bead ol all civil power and 
authority, hut of imperial dignity and 
honor, and thnt besides the attributes of 
severeignty tho law ascribes to bim abso- 
lute perfection. So that, it is a maxim of 
the law, "that the king can do no wrong." 
And this doctrine of the British monarchy 
Hamilton would have introduced into our 
political system had he not been overruled 
in the convention. 

Hamilton expressed his dissatisfaction, 
in tho convention, with the constltullon m 
agreed upon, but said, that he would sup- 
port it ns belter IB*! nothing, and that ho 
•rauld mtJM on its rmiBcnlion, with a view 
of moulding and making it by the mode of

Kentucky, 13; I.ouisana, 8; Mi-snuii, 17 
Nevada, 3; North Carolina, II; South 
Carolina, 9; Tennessee, 12; Texas, 13; 
West Virginia, 8j und there would be an 
aggregate of2IO, or 16 moro than are re- 
quired to eloct a president next yeur. The 
fberteaa eleetori of Massachusetts couh" 
be omitted, and there would still bo a 
surplus of two to spare beyond tho 201 vohe 
needed under the lust apportionment. 

Ohio with 23 votes; Indiana with 16 
votes, which gave 11,000 democratic ma- 
jority over Ihe republicans last year ; Wis- 
consin with 1 1 votes, which sent six demo- 
crats in a d. legation of nine to congress in 
1882, and Michigan with 13 votes, which 
elected a democratic governor and a ma-
